Do you know that the siphon bottis 
ordinarily used for rleby. soda water 
and other effervescent drink's is usually 
clinrged with'a pressure of from 130 to 
10t| pounds to the square loch? The 
danger likely to result from an explo¬ 
sion of one of these little household ar- j 
tides Is by no means Inconsiderable, j 
and yet tbe average person handles a 
siphon ss though U' were tbo most 
harmless thing In the world. 

There are- two or three things to re¬ 
member In handling siphons: Never 
keep your siphons near the range, for 
the unusual beat is more likely than 
anyth lug else to cause an explosion. 
Don’t subject the bottle to any sudden 
change of temperature whatever. For 
Instance, If yoq. keep yonr siphons in 
tbe Ipe box- aud that Is tbe best nod 
safest place for them—don't grasp the 
glass part of tbe bottle with your warm 
baud, for the suddeu change of temper¬ 
ature Is apt to cause an explosion. The 
best way to carry a siphon at all time* 
Is by the metal top at the bead of tbe 
bottle. It la needless to say the great¬ 
est care should he taken not to drop a 
siphon, for an cxplosiou Is tbe Inev¬ 
itable result When empty, the-siphon 
Is. of course, quite harmless. 

That these bottles are considered a 
great source of danger Is evidenced by 
the fact that tbe courts Inevitably boh! 
the bottler* strictly liable for all dam¬ 
age* resulting from the explosion of 
one of them If even the slightest dsfect 
In the manufacture of the bottle can 
he shown.—Washington Times.
